As 
he approached his residence, two white vans pulled up beside him 
and about 10 men, some wearing ski masks, jumped out. Certain of 
these individuals attempted to grab him and after he turned from 
their grasp and twisted out of his jacket, he was shot in the 
leg. He was then thrown into one of the vehicles, called a dog, 
and was hit on h is head when he asked to speak to someone fxom 
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
